The  Middle  School  Production  cast  and  crew  worked  hard 
preparing  for  this  year's  production;  we  are  really  excited  to  be 
presenting  Edward  Mast's  Jungalbwk,  a theatrical  adaptation 
of  Rudyard  Kipling's  stories  about  Mowgli,  the  human  boy, 
raised  by  wolves  in  the  jungle.  Though  he  is  surrounded  by 
danger,  he  is  loyally  protected  by  his  animal  friends,  and  as  such, 
he  grows  to  believe  that  the  jungle  is  his  safe  place,  where  he 
plays  and  rules  as  king.  But  soon  enough,  Mowgli  will  have  to 
learn  the  true  ways  of  the  jungle;  the  animal  world  may  not  be 
quite  as  friendly  as  Mowgli  had  believed. 

What  a phenomenal  cast  and  crew  this  year!  The  girls  have 
worked  tirelessly,  and  with  the  kind  of  maturity  that  is  beyond 
their  years.  They  have  proven  to  be,  not  only  talented,  but  kind, 
thoughtful  and  collaborative  artists.  I am  so  very  proud  of  our 
girls  and  the  show  we  have  made  together.

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In  the  year  that  marks  Elmwood's  centennial  celebration,  it  seemed  very 
appropriate  to  choose  for  production,  a Canadian  play  that  has  proven  to  be 
a wide  influence  since  its  world  premiere  in  1968.  Each  decade,  over  the  last 
1 00  years,  is  important  for  one  reason  or  another  but  there  remains  something 
extraordinary  about  the  sixties  in  terms  of  political,  social  and  cultural 
developments.  For  example:  Expo  67  served  as  a focal  point  for  Canada's 
centennial  celebrations  and  turned  Montreal,  the  host  city,  into  a place  that 
attracted  world  attention;  after  much  debate,  the  new  Hag  of  Canada  was 
adopted;  and  Quebec's  Quiet  Revolution  marked  socio-political  and  cultural 
change  in  this  Canadian  province. 

It  is  this  last  point  that  brings  us  to  the  play,  Le.s  Belles  Soeurs.  Michel 
Tremblay  was  inspired  to  write  it  in  his  early  twenties  (his  first  play,  as  it  so 
happens)  based  upon  his  experiences  growing  up  in  Plateau  Mont-Royal,  a 
working-class  neighbourhood  of  Montreal.  The  production  elicited  enormous 
controversy,  as  hitherto  Quebec  audiences  had  only  witnessed  the  works  of 
religious  and  morality  plays,  as  well  as  classical  writers  including  Moliere; 
that  the  joual  dialect,  a boisterous  and  salty  speech  spoken  by  the  working 
class  characters  of  his  childhood,  should  make  its  way  to  the  stage,  alongside 
some  of  the  hard  issues  that  challenged  conventional  mores  in  Quebec,  was 
shockingly  original.  Since  this  difficult  beginning,  the  play  has  gone  on  to 
become  an  international  success;  hardly  a day  goes  by  that  it  is  not  performed 
somewhere  in  the  world.  Last  summer,  while  Elmwood  Theatre  was 
performing  in  Edinburgh,  it  was  brought  to  our  attention  that  Michel  Tremblay 
is  considered  one  of  Scotland's  honorary  playwrights,  so  popular  is  his  The 
Guid  Sisters,  the  Glaswegian  version  of  the  same  play.  I also  remember 
clearly,  as  a young  theatre  student  in  Toronto  in  the  mid-seventies,  becoming 
very  aware  of  a new  dynamic  of  Canadian  playwrights  - Michel  Tremblay, 
James  Reaney,  David  French  and  David  Freeman  - whose  work  at  the  Tarragon 
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Theatre,  under  the  direction  of  Bill  Glassco,  was  given 
an  opportunity  for  creation  and  development.  Coming 
out  of  the  1960s,  this  group  of  prolific  playwrights 
marked  an  exciting  new  direction  in  Canadian  theatre. 

Elmwood  Theatre  performed  this  same  play  ten  years 
ago,  so  the  choice  to  mount  it  again  is  rather  like  an 
'anniversary'.  This  is  not  an  easy  play  to  master;  the  text 
is  fast  and  furious  and  farcical,  but  on  both  occasions 
the  choice  to  mount  it  was  owing  to  the  extraordinary 
talent  of  the  students  who  could  clearly  carry  a work  of 
this  complexity.  A classic,  the  play  invites  audiences  to 
both  laugh  and  cry'  - over  the  antics  of  the  characters 
and  the  tragicomedy  in  which  they  find  themselves.
